Fire claims 
paraplegic’s 
‘wheels ’

John Golembiewski turns 31 this 
week, but his mind won’t dwell on pre- 
sents, candles, cake and ice cream. 

A victim of Cerebral Palsy, he can 
only think about his lost electric wheel- 
chair. And that depresses him. 

Several years ago public contribu- 
tions provided Golembiewski with an 
electric wheelchair, which allowed the 
quadriplegic to move around his home— 
Wayne’s Venoy Continued Care Cen- 
ter— without assistance. He became an 
outgoing guy. one who delayered tb* 
mail everyday to the center other resi 
dents. 

Then, last April a fi*eak accident dep- 
rived him of his wheelchair, his only 
source of independence. Reading out- 
doors with the aid of a magnifying glass, 
the sun’s rays set his pants on fire, caus- 
ing first-, second’ and third-degree 
bunrs over 13 percent of his body. 

Golembiewski recovered, although he 
still receives treatments for the bums. 
His prized electric wheelchair didn’t, 
having been completely destroyed in the 
mishap. 

“John is in a regular wheelchair 
now,” said Toni Walter, the Venoy Cen- 
ter’s activities director, “but he doesn’t 
have the strength or coordination to 
maneuver or push himself around. He 
was used to bing able to get around by 
himself and now he stays in one place 
unless someone is around tp help him.” 

The 5- foot-7, 90-pound young man sud- 
denly finds himself in a battle to main- 
tain his independence. He no longer can 
deliver the mail or change channels on 
his television or put a record on a stereo 
or visit his friends in the center when he 
wants. John Golembiewski, institu- 
tionalized with the incurable Cerebral 
Palsy since the age of nine, is losing that 
battle for self esteem. 

“He competed on the obstacle course 
at the Cerebral Palsy Games last year 
and won a medal,” Mrs. Walter said. 
“But because of his accident he missed 
the event this year. He still bowls once a 
week and participates in therapeutic re- 
creation, but he doesn’t seem to be in- 
terested in things anymore. 

“John always was a very popular 
guy— he has many, many friends. He’s 
dependent on the staff for everything 
now and confused. He dodsn’t under- 
stand why the insurance won’t replace 
his wheelchair.” 

Mrs. Walter explained that his Medi-

district to try to 
bond its debts 


Using a little known section of the Michigan School Code in an 
effort to avoid severe financial problems, the Romulus Community 
Schools’ Board of Education, Monday evening voted to place on the 
ballot of the Nov. 3 city election, a proposal to sell bonds to elimin- 
ate the school districts $3,000,000 general operating fund deficit. 


Vi juli ftiu. — ll said that “a 
num jer or years ago the stale passed a 
law to enable the Detroit Public Schools 
to bond their general fund debt. 

‘ ‘The law is still on the books and Sena- 
tor William Faust has agreed to intro 
duced legislation to update it to make it 
useable for Romulus. What it does, in 1 
effect , is to allow us to sell bonds as if we 
were building a building to eliminate the 
accumulated deficit and smooth out our 
cash-flow problems. We’ve talked to 
people in the financial community and 
at the state government level and they 
are supportive of our logic. 

“Bedell stressed that Romulus w'ould 
be able to solve its deficit problem local- 
ly without relying on state resources.” 

Bedell went on to develop the logic for 
the proposal. He explained that Romu- 
lus’s problems are largely caused by de- 
clining enrollment and shrinking state 
reimbursement. He reasons that if you 
bond for periods of enrollment growth, 
there is some logic to selling bonds for a 
school district to get through the ex- 
treme financial pressures of declining 
enrollment. 

“The problem with declining enroll- 
ment is you lose state resources much 
faster than you can cut your overhead, 
that is, closing of buildings, Bedell said. 

“This bond issue will permit us to 
catch up and ease our way through our 
severe decline,” he said 

Bedell further pointed out that the real 
advantage of the proposal is that no 
taxes will need to be levied to make pay- 
ments on the loan until next year and 
that the estimated 2-mill levy after the 
initial year will continue to decrease as 
the school district’s property value in- 
creases. 

“We are hoping the taxpayers and pa- 
rents will see that this is a relatively 
painless way for us to get through this

Planning commission decides to turn down Woodland Meadows’ application

Canton s Planning Commission, fol- 
lowing the recommendation of the 
township planning department, voted 7- 
0 Monday night to deny Michigan Waste 
Systems, Inc. permission to build a 105- 
acre landfill at its Woodland Meadows 
site, north of Van Born between Hannan 
and Lotz roads. 

The Planning Commission also unani- 
mously denied site plan approval and 
special land use approval sought by the 
landfill owners In recommending de- 
nial of the preliminary application for 
permission to establish a landfill. Assis- 


tant Planner Dave Nicholson cited three 
major deviations from the require- 
ments of Ordinance 61 , the Canton Land- 
fill Ordinance. 

“The proposed landfill will exceed the 
maximum height of 10 feet permitted by 
Section 6 03,” Nicholson’s report stated. 
“Section 5 04 requires by perimeter set- 
backs of at least 300 feet adjacent to any 
public road right-of-way . The proposed 
setbacks are 100 feet. 

* ’There , the developer intends that on- 
site roads for site refuse shall be con- 
structed over waste filled areas in viola- 
tion of Section 6 04 .” 

Nicholson continued: “We recom- 


mend denial of site plan approval in 
accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 27.01, Zoning Ordinance which re- 
quires site plan compliance with all ap- 
plicable ordinances of the township 
Since the site plan does not comply w ith 
Ordinance 61, the Zoning Ordinance 
does not permit site plan approval 
“Special land use approval should 
also be denied,” Nicholson informed the 
Planning Commission Zoning Ordi- 
nance, Section 5.14, B 2, requires that a 
site plan drawn to the specifications of 
Article 27 00 must be presented in order 
for Special Land Use Approval to be con- 
sidered Since the site plan is deficient 


as described above. Special Land Use 
Approval may not be granted Addi- 
tionally, we do not believe the issue of 
compatibility with existing and planned 
residential development has been ade- 
quately resolved, nor has a need for the 
facility in that location been clearly 
established.” Nicholson stated 

Representatives of Michigan Waste 
Systems. Inc were on hand for the meet- 
ing Monday night and submitted a 12- 
page report w hich purportedly showed 
how the landfill application met the re- 
quirements of the Canton Landfill Ordi- 
nance 

The proposed expansion of the ex- 


isting landfill caused an outcry from re- 
sidents of Wayne who live in the Louis 
Savage Garfield Subdivision on the east 
side of Hannan Road, the city ’s western 
boundary Also, people in Romulus and 
Van Buren Township, two communities 
that also abut the landfill Trite, have reg- 
istered objections to the tkiilding of the 
landfill 

City of Wayne selected officials have 
gone on record publicly protesting the 
proposed landfill expansion and the 
possible dangers involved Woodland 
Meadows representatives acknow r - 
ledged that “less than five percent” of 
the materials accepted at the site is tox- 


ic waste material Many people have ex- 
pressed the concern at public hearings 
that they are afraid that percentage will 
increase considerably, if the landfill ex- 
pands 

Mayor William M Oakley of Romulus 
sent a letter to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources that was 
read into the record Monday night, 
opposing the proposed expansion of the 
Woodland Meadows Landfill He noted 
in his letter that the northwest area of 
Romulus would be most heavily im 
pacted and that it is zoned single family 
homes He said the “expanded landfill

Board rejects bid 
to restore bussing

The money crunch continues to plague 
the Huron School District. 

The school board Monday night de- 
cided 5-2 that it could not afford to pro- 
vide bus service for students residing 
closer than 1*6 miles from school. 

Over 100 concerned citizens turned out 
for Monday night ’s board meetings dis- 
cuss the controversial busing issue. 

Residents pointed out the potential 
dangers of students walking along busy 
roads and near fields where molest 
could lurk. 

Board members countered by saying 
it “was simply a matter of money and it 
could not afford the expenditure any 
longer.” 

The state of Michigan reimburses the 
school district for students who ride bus- 
ses that live further than 1^ miles 


' away, and deducts a penalty for those 
who live closer and ride the busses. 

In the past the cost was absorbed by 
the school district. Thiis year, however, 
so many other cuts have been made, the 
Board felt that it could no longer afford 
to bus the children. 

The total cost of the program is esti- 
mated at $45,000, according to Board 
trustee Larry O’ Kelley. 

Saying that the Board can cut costs 
elsewhere, trustee George Angel 
offered a motion to pick up the cost to 
reinstate the bus service “as it was be- 
fore with the schools absorbing the 
costs.” 

The motion died 5-2 as Angel received 
support only from trustee John Watson. 
Voting against the motion were Bill 
Manny, Gary Tobin, O’Kelley, Jim Per- 
shin and Edwrd Umin

Courts say road

Although the Commissioners autho- 
rized the additional $1,905,200 only for 
-straight time pay and only at the county 
jail, the approval nevertheless adds to 
speculation that the Board lacks enough 
votes to fire Lucas.

Board of Education President 
Michael Woods indicated that the com- 
munity, staff and students would all 
have to get behind the proposal in an 
effort to keep some reasonable sembl- 
ance of school program. 

’ ’This is the least expensive way for us 
to solve this problem . Unfortunately . we 
will not be able to do program restora- 
tion, but we will be able to operate what 
we have now. Hopefully, next spring, we 
will be able to talk to taxpayers about 
some choices they may want to make in 
terms of increasing program offer- 
ings,” Woods offered. 


Recently elected Board Trustee. Dan 
Bales , also supported the concept . * This 
is a way*for us to solve our cash flow 
problems locally at a cost of about 50 c 
per taxpayer,” said Bales. “I think we 
can sell that if we all work hard at it by 
going door-to-door and explaining the 
issue to people in language they will 
understand.' 

The Board scheduled a meeting for 
Thursday, Sept 17 to begin planning a 
campaign to get information to voters 
and parents concerning the proposition. 

Roger Cadaret, Chairman of a 
citizen’s organization named, “Our 
Community Counts Committee” also 
appeared before the Board to pledge 


support for selling the issue. Cadaret 
and his group will meet with the Board 
on Thursday evening to help plan elec- 
tion strategy. 

Bedell indicated that the purpose of 
this session was for the board to find 
ways to make surd parents and tax- 
payers understand the basic issues. 

There will be no cost to the bonds until 
next year and then the millage required 
to meet the obligations will decrease as 
new factories are built and local proper- 
ty values increase”, Bedell said. “The 
issue will probably be floated for about 
eight years and by the end of that time 
our millage levy requirement for the 
loan should be considerably reduced.”

FNS begins aid program 
for mentally retarded 


•Family & Neighborhood Services (FNS) for 
Wayne County recently announced a new project for 
western \Vayne County to assist in the treatment and 
njanagement of high risk citizens. 

'William D. Finn. Executive Director, described 
the program as an alternative to institutional place- 
ment for mentally retarded citizens. 

*FNS began the federally funded Family Support 
Project as a demonstration program to provide out- 
reach and treatment to high risk developmental^ 
disabled clients and their families 
I’The focus of this program,” explained Finn, “is 
tq enable the client to utilize his or her maximum 
potential while advocating for the client’s right to 
live -and participate in his or her community.” He 
defined high risk clients as those mentally retarded 
iijdividuals who face the possibility of being institu- 
tionalized or re-institutionalized and are not eligible 
for any other public support programs. 

►A Unique feature of the program, according to 


Finn, is the Family Support Project’s interdiciplin- 
ary staff which is available to work with clients and 
their families in the home or community Staff mem- 
bers are able to provide scheduled home and or 
office visits at times convenient to meet the needs of 
the clients and their families. 

Services offered include diagnosis and evaluation, 
psychiatric consultation, individual and family ther- 
apy, behavioral management training, skills train- 
ing, crisis intervention, advocacy and referral, and 
guardianship assistance. 

The project is part of the FNS Resource Develop- 
ment Center, 19101 Inkster Road, Romulus. The Cen- 
ter is an outreach and treatment program funded by 
the Detroit-Wayne County Community Mental 
Health Board for residents of western Wayne 
County.

Livonia; Kay 
Beard. Inkster; and Arthur M. Carter. 
Detroit. 

Runco said Wayne County "ought to 
equalize’ with surrounding counties 
where liquor store owners are gaining 
business from Wayne residents, and 
also within the county where bar owners

O. Dear Dr. Elwart, what Is a Chiro-therm used 
for?

end of and era 

Of late, it isn't very difficult to define what makes a good 
township or city. For most of us, it’s a place that is a safe place to 
live. 

Unfortunately, for many there “are no good communities any 
more." One is not immune from felons and felonies if he resides in 
Birmingham or in Belleville, in Inkster or in Detroit. 

And one also can hear the torrents of criticism of our law en- 
forcement agencies which are accused of not providing citizens 
with ample police protection. Justly or unjustly, the criticism has 
been ydth us since the beginning of time. 

Life is porcelain and is as easily breakable. 

Our neighborhoods are plagued by gangs who terrorize the 
weak and the old. Some seniors have become prisoners in their 
own homes, afraid to venture into the streets in the light hours; 
never in the evenings. 

And one can only speculate what our society would become 
without police protection. If we scream for more when they are 
standing by, what would we do if they were abolished. 

One such unit, the Wayne County Sherriff’s Road Patrol, after a 
bitter court battle, will soon become history. It has served its 
purpose in the past, but the laws of economics — when you don’t 
have the money — have caught up. The patrol will be dismantled 
because Circuit Court Judge Harvey W. Moes believes that the 
county commissioners have that authority to do so. 

We wonder; if the county was not saddled with a $16 million 
deficit, but was in the black by $16 million, would the court deci- 
sion also be the same? 

We understand the court action; but we disapprove of it. It 
leaves many residents of Wayne County with only partial police 
protection during a time and era when they need more. Not less. 

The exit of the Road Patrol in this area will unmistakably be 
felt. 

And the transition from county to local police protection should 
be completed as soon as possible. 

Canton’s still 
a township 

"Since when did Canton become a city.” asked a reader of a 
red-faced editor last week. 

Canton is not a city as most of us in these parts know and last 
week the Canton Eagle, one of several newspapers published by 
the Associated Newspapers carried an erroneous headline that 
proclaimed “City says No’ to landfill expansion plans’. 

Obviously, the word ‘ctiy’ should have been omitted, and the 
word “township” used in its stead. 

But what the reader didn’t know, as well as the editor, is how do 
you fit the word “township” in a 48 size headline across two 
columns. It isn’t possible. 

In fact, it would be easier for Catnon to accept cityhood. 

Now that’s an interesting thought.

there is an unadmitted ecstasy in 
politics and politicians because they 
are "fair game.” Believe me, they 
are not like other people. There is 
continuous drama around them. 

And the daily drama can take one 
to heaven and hell with each sent- 
ence... with each word. 

So it is with Patrick Norton, who is 
the Mayor of Wayne whose oral 
exam on the subject he loves the 
most — Wayne — is intense and over- 
whelmingly optimistic. 

It would be proper to say, to write 
here, that one can’t be indifferent to 
Pat Norton. You either like him or 
hate him. And it is hard to be any- 
thing else. He will leave you numb 
with the admiration of Wayne. He be- 
lieves in his city, and he will not allow 
any unjustified and unqualified cri- 
ticism of his home town. 

What makes Wayne so great? Is it 
the taxes it reaps from Ford Motor 
Company’s Wayne Assembly Plant? 
It is the decipherable shapes to come 
with the recent passage of the Down- 
town Development Authority? What 
makes Wayne more politically stable 
than it’s neighbors to the north? 

f “There is no king of the castle syn- 
drome here,” the 43-year-old local 
busnessman says. “The political 
powers here diffuse in committee 
fprm. The government is run by com- 
mittee form.” 

If the government is so good, why 
do people shy away from running for 
council? There hasn’t been a prim- 
ary in this city for many years . To the 
south, more than 15 candidates covel 
the City Council seats in Romulus; to 
the north. 10 candidates fought it out 
for the right to become a Westland 
city councilman. 

“Because." Norton argues, “that 
people in this city are reasonably 
satisfied with what goes on. If they 
weren’t, they’d be out running for 
council. And they would be at the 
council meetings demanding 
changes. I can guarantee you that. 

“And believe me, if this town 
doesn’t like something, it will react. 
But the thing is, we the council, also 
will react to solve their problems.” 

Norton has been on the council for 
the past 17 years and also served as 
mayor of the city for at least seven of 
those years. He feels the elected offi- 
cials of this city do not attempt to 
subterfuge or bamboozle the people 
— and the swimming pool is an excel- 
lent example of that.” 

A few years back the council 
wanted to bond for a enclosed pool, a 
one-of-its kind enclosure that would 
attract world-wide recogition. The 
voters didn’t buy it. 

“People here get involved, and 
they participate in decisions they 
feel that will effect their lives, and 
this is what this city is all about.” 

“You know people ask me, “Why 
don ’t I run for state representative or 
state senator,” Norton smiles, “well, 
first of all the state senator (William 
Faust) is a close friend. And I 
couldn’t beat him anyway. And the 
state rep. ..well, I like it here." 

Apparently, a lot of others do as 
well. 


When your pocket book can’t pay public services

Two years ago Chicagoans voted 
Mayor Michael Bilandic out of office fol- 
lowing a severe winter when his admi- 
nistration failed to provide snow re- 
moval 

Thus, the political consequences from 
loss of services are foremost in the 
minds of the nation s local officials as 
they go through yet another cold season 
of budget hearings 

Next year the political heat is going to 
be enough to melt a glacier, but loss of 
federal funds, so far. is incidental Down 
at the courthouse they’re still snowed 
under by four earlier storms Added to 
inflation have come the gales of tax re- 
form in 35 states, labor demands and 
increased responsibility for mandated 
services. In San Diego, for example. 92 
percent of the 1982 budget will pay for 
the mandates of state and federal gov- 
ernment 

It seems as if President Ronald 


Reagan has merely thrown the snowball 
that set into motion a great big electric 
goodbye snow-removal garbage- 
collection jelly-bean machine now mov- 
ing out from Washington sucking up ev- 
ery type of community service in sight 

Sure, some economies will make local 
government more efficient But most 
counties are balancing the budget by de- 
ferring maintenance of aging facilities, 
putting aside planned reorganization 
and innovations that could have saved 
money 

Every income group will be affected 
Suffering will not. as reporter Dan Balz 
of the Washington Post recently wrote, 
be largely personal, muffled, invisible 
to the community at large ” There are 
few r parents who won't complain when 
they realize that increases in school lun- 
ches exceed reductions of federal in- 
come **:. 

Here a a sampling of some hard deci- 
sions local officials are 


making: Virginia Beach. Va. reduced 
garbage collection from twice to once a 
week 

Roanoke County, Va. will operate on 
85 percent of its 1981 budget. Garbage 
collection fees will increase 50 percent. 

DeKalb County. Ga water and sewer 
fees will almost double 

New Castle County (Wilmington). 
Del , is increasing many fees for ser- 
vices. Baseball teams will pay $400 
annually to use park fields. It will cost 
more to get married, use an ambulance, 
file a w ill . register deeds . receive inheri- 
tance or die 

Last year Cincinnati’s school food ser- 
vice provided 28.000 meals daily, two- 
thirds were free Paid lunches formerly 
costing 35 cents will now sell for 65 cents , 
and there will be no free milk for those 
who carry brown bags Director Diane 
Sakmyster suspects more people will 
apply for free lunches this semester, 
balancing any reduction that might 


have come from new income limits 
approved by Congress. Cincinnati’s 
program is subsidized by local taxes. In 
Akron, a similar lunch will cost 95 cents 
in elementaries and $1 05 in high 
schools. 

Clark County (Las Vagas), Nev . will 
no longer have cash assistance for un- 
employed. able-bodied singles and cou- 
ples without children 

To avoid losing branch libraries. Balt- 
imore has been closing each one a month 
annually, operating the remainder re- 
duced hours. Recently, the city also 
closed an inner city maternity clinic and 
reduced family planning sessions from 
17 to 10 a week Loss of state funds will 
require phasing out 15 day care centers, 
although only one has closed to date. 

Scott Dounty (Davenport). Iowa, con- 
solidated two drug abuse centers. 

Cumberland County (Portland), 
Maine, is charging rent to subpoena ser- 
vers. 


Middlesex County, Mass, has reduced 
its staff by 25 percent They don t expect 
to repair many roads or bridges this 
year 

Marion County (Indianapolis), Ind 
needs $9 5 million to buy capital equip- 
ment and $1 billion jo repair sewers. 
Seven years of deferred investment has 
left them with 10-year-old garbage 
trucks, 20-year-old buses and antiqu- 
ated snow removal equipment 

In June. 122 patients were • dumped” 
on Cook County (111.) Hospital by the 
city’s 22 private facilities In July that 
number increased to 350 Each month 
Administrator William M. Doyle ex- 
pects more charity cases. “Private hos- 
pitals anticipate reduction in Medicaid 
reimbursements,” he says. The county, 
of course, may not get reimbursed 
either, but they can't leave sick people 
in the street They will have to cut ser- 
vices other ways. 

Escambia County (Pensacola), Fla 


Administrator Rodney Kendig has re- 
commended sale of their public general 
hospital, because 53 percent of its pa- 
tients don’t (or can’t) pay their bills. 
Twenty-two firms are interested in the 
property The sale would save $4 million 
spent annually on health care for poor 
people uneligible for Medicaid. The 
county plans less maintenance of public 
buildings, less pest control, and little 
road repair. Licenses, inspections and 
deeds will take longer to obtain because 
there will be fewer people to process 
them Mass transit is expected to in- 
crease 50 percent by April 1. 

A Dallas detoxification program serv- 
ing 80 alcoholics a day shut down when 
its federal grant expired Some judges 
are holding hearings in former lounges, 
for courtroom construction has again 
been deferred

A kid I know brought in a six page 
newsletter from a local elementary 
school the other day. Within those six 
pages there were 11 spelling errors, 
seven punctuation errors, five typos 
(I’ll give them the benefit of the 
doubt) , and at least a dozen excellent 
examples of questionable grammar 
and sentence structure. 

Now, I like the people at that par- 
ticular school, and maybe they were 
in a hurry' that day. but there’s trou- 
ble in River City when you have to 
explain to an eight year old that 
“severly” isn’t how you spell “sev- 
erely” (It wasn’t a typo, it was in 
there twice), or that “rigidly” 
doesn’t have a “d” before the ”g”,or 
that you’re mixing singulars and plu- 
rals When you say ’ ‘on a daily bases ’ ’ , 
or that “and also” is a redundancy — 
the two words mean one and the 
same. 

Actually we had a lot of fun with 
that newsletter. 

It was like a game, going through 
and finding the mistakes The eight- 
year-old found the spelling errors — I 
helped with the others. 

One sentence, “A card will come 
home with each of your children”, 
brought on the following conversa- 
tion: “Mom, this card came home 
with me. Can I keep it?” 

^HITve told you once, I’ve told you 
a thousand times — people food isn’t 


good for cards!” 

But after the fun was over, I 
thought about what a paper like that, 
issued from an institution of learn- 
ing, does to an eight-year-old kid who 
is going there to learn spelling and 
grammar and sentence structure. 

I am no grammarian — I don’t pre- 
tend to be — but if I were in the busi- 
ness of teaching children, I would 
surely proof read every piece of pap- 
er issued from that place of learning 
to be sure examples of bad spelling 
and grammar didn’t fall into the 
wrong impressionable hands. 

There are enough bad examples 
bombarding them every day through 
the media and in conversations with 
their peers. 

Why don’t schools stress spelling 
and grammar? 

Why aren’t kids hung up by their 
thumbs for saying things like * ‘ I don’t 
gont none”? 

I’ve seen papers graded with “A’s” 
with no punctuation, glaring gram- 
matical errors and words you simply 
have to guess at. No matter what, 
that’s not an “A” paper It takes time 
to grade papers, to be sure, but that 
teacher (or that parent) owes it to 
that kid to correct spelling and 
grammar 

That kid has to face a cold, cruel 
world some day. 

At conference time one year, our 


daughter said, “Don’t forget to see 
Mr. So-and-so, he’s the COOLEST 
teacher!”. 

Mr So-and-so was cool, all right 
His sentences were liberally sprink- 
led with “Ain’ts” and Babys” and he 
said the kids really “grabbed” his 
class. 

He sounded a lot like Arthur 
Penhallow (Ask your kids). I’ve 
since tried to imagine any one of my 
own high school teachers saying 
“ain’t” or “baby" — or sounding like 
Mickey Schorr. . . (Ask your pa- 
rents). 

Actually, if the truth be known. I 
LOVE bad grammar. I collect exam- 
ples of it like kids collect baseball 
cards. And some day, when bad 
grammar catches on as a collector’s 
item, I will have the gem of them all 
The only reason I’m sharing it with 
you today is because bad grammar 
examples are only worth something 
if they are in their original containers 
— books or newspapers — or boxes, 
as in this case. 

1 have in my possession a box of 
little toy soldiers known as the 
“Royal Fusiliers ” . and the only thing 
I’ll tell you about it's country of ori- 
gin is that it isn't in the orient Every 
word, every sentence, every non- 
punctuation is exactly as it appears 
on the box .

Full-time 
police needed 

EDITOR — Presently, petitions 
are being circulated throughout the 
township to ask the voters if they 
would consider placing a 1.7 mill tax 
on the ballot for the upgrading of 
equipment and an increase in man- 
power of the Sumpter Township 
Police Department 

As a trustee of the Township and 
Commissioner of Police, I feel the 
need to clarify the purpose of such a 
request. 

The Board of Trustees is simply 
trying to determine whether or not 
the voters would like such a proposal 
on the ballot, rather than arbitrarily 
placing the question before the vot- 
ters. 

I know that no one including myself 
is in favor of increasing taxes, but 
with the reductions in the availability 
of grant monies, the cutbacks in the 
CETA program, and the demise of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol, we have no recourse other 
than to ask the residents of Sumpter 
to help their own Township Police. 

In the past months, our police de- 
partment has been able to serve the 
residents only sixteen out of twenty 
four hours. 

On September 1. we were able to 
increase our services an additional 
two hours a day, but we will eventual- 
ly be forced to discontinue even this 
minute increase due to the increased 
cost or the loss of manpower should 
an off cer become disabled or resign . 

Under the law, the Board is re- 
quired to stay within the alotted , 
budget . Despite the one mill voted by ^ 
the residents for the General Fund, 
none of this money required to ade- 
quately equip and maintain the 
Police Department and provide the 
full service we would like to. 

It’s up to you, the voters of Sump- 
ter, to decide.

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Safety conscious 

Hunting classes deal with life and

How relevant are today’s hunter safe- 
ty classes? 

As relevant as life and death in some 
instances, according to Charles Col- 
burn, a veteran outdoorsman from 
Westland. 

‘When I was growing up in Wayne you 
didn ’t need to take any class to be able to 
hunt,” recalled Colburn, now 37. ”1 
saved my school lunch money so I could 
buy a shotgun and shells when I was 15. 
And my parents didn't even know 1 had 
purchased a gun until I told them. 

“Things were more lax then,” he 
added. “Luckily, I went hunting in those 
days with a neighbor who cared about 
safety. He gave me a lotta stern lec- 
tures.” 

Colburn obviously learned a lesson 
since today he's a strong advocate of 
hunter safety classes, which are manda- 
tory for those under 17 years-old to 
obtain a license in Michigan. A member 
of the Wayne County Sportsman s Club 
in Romulus, he hopes that the organiza- 
tion’s upcoming safety courses attract 
both the teen and adult hunters. 


The club's two-day course deals with 
such topics as gun handling, survival, 
compass and map usage and hunter 
ethics. It will be offered for a $2 fee on 
October 10-11 and November 7-8 at the 
club facility, 18102 South Inkster Road 

Registration is scheduled from 8 to 9 
a m. on opening day with classes held 
from 9 a m until 4 p m. each day Ques- 
tions regarding the course can be 
directed to Sherman Lambly of New 
Boston at 782-2895. 

“Having the younger hunters learn 
about ethics in the field will help us clean 
up our own ranks,” Colburn said. 
“We re looking for an image of being 
sportsmen instead of what the anti- 
hunters make us out to be That image 
comes from not poaching, from taking 
only the legal amount of game, from 
seeking permission to go on private land 
and so on. 

“The public also should be made 
aware that special taxes assessed on 
hunters help support wildlife prog- 
rams.” 

Colburn enjoys small game, duck and 
deer hunting and has journeyed to Cana- 
da in search of bear and moose The 
Westland gamesman is serving a three- 


year term on the board of directors of 
the Wayne County Sportsman’s Club, 
which is affiliated with a number of out- 
doors’ groups including the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, the National 
Rifle Association and the National Wild- 
life Federation. 

Trap and skeet shooting, indoor 
archery and an outdoor shooting range 
are featured at the club, open to mem- 
bers for a $20 annual fee. 

Hunter safety, however, remains one 
of the organization s pe* projects de- 
spite the relative safety of the sport to- 
day. according to Colburn. 

“It’s (hunting) very safe now but it 
could be safer,” the director observed 
“I’ve read where there’s between 600 
and 800 hunting fatalities per year in the 
United States Hunting doesn’t rank 
very high in causing deaths— in fact 
even among accidental deaths, it rates 
behind motor vehicle mishaps, falls, 
drowning, fires and poison 

“Every year a great number of the 
deaths reported during deer season are 
a result of heart attacks, not shootings.” 
Colburn said. “The actual number of 
those killed is very small considering 
you have 600,000 to 700.000 hunters in the 


field during deer season. 

“Of course, the number of deaths 
ideally is zero In 20 to 30 years all hun- 
ters in the field will have taken a hunter 
safety class Through this education I 
expect to see a continual drop in hunting 
deaths ’’ 

Colburn has some first-hand evidence 
that reinforces his belief in safety 
through education Some very frighten- 
ing evidence. 

“I’ve hunted before with a friend who 
I have to keep an eye on all the time. " he 
said, i never know where he’s going to 
point his gun. One time I turned around 
and found a gun barrel staring me in the 
face 

“And yet his son is very safety con- 
scious— I wouldn t hesitate to hunt with 
him His father should take the safety 
class his son did.” 

Colburn practices what he preaches, 
too His son, Bobby, has been enrolled in 
an upcoming hunter safety class spon- 
sored by the Sportsman s Club 

“We must make our kids aware that a 
weapon is capable of doing harm,” said 
Colburn. “They must always consider a 
gun to be loaded.”

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Chill in the air 
doesn’t end season 


The air is noticeably cooler at night The leaves on 
trees here and there are beginning to take on a slight tint 
of crimson and yellow The football season is underway 
Clothes racks in department stores are filled with the 
latest in winter fashions Apple orchards and cider mills 
are bustling. 

Positive signs that another autumn is upon us. 

And with the change in weather, most sportsmen’s 
interests are also changing. While many are looking 
forward to a successful season and a Super Bowl victory 
for the Detroit Lions, others are already cleaning rifles 
and shotguns and replenishing their arrow supply in 
anticipation of the assorted hunting seasons to come. 

But even though there’s a chill in the air and smoke is 
beginning to rise from chimneys across the state, it's 
hardly time to put away the rods and reels In fact, for 
many species, it s the best time of the year— that is, if 
you don t mind bundling up against the chilly morning 
air. 

And what’s a little discomfort compared to full strin- 
gers? 

Of course, the annual fall spawning runs of coho and 
chinook salmon and steelhead trout are just around the 
corner Schools are now gathering around the mouths of 
many northern streams. As soon as the water tempera- 
ture drops into the mid-50’s, they will begin migrating 
upstream 


The early spawners are most vulnerable to small 
flashy spoons and spinners Little Cleos and Mepps are 
my favorites in chrome blue, chrome orange, all 
chrome, fluorescent red copper red. and chartreuse 
The most productive time of day for me is when the sun 
peeks over the trees and the first rays of the day illumin- 
ate my lure in the water 

However, as the water continues to cool and reaches 
the upper 40 s, I switch to spawn sacks and fish slow, 
generally letting the bait drift naturally downstream in 
the current 

And by the time that deer season rolls around, a steel- 
head fisherman has the stream to himself Everyone 
else is out traipsing around the woods. 

Bass fishermen know that this is the second best time 
of the year to get a hold of a trophy for the wall. The 
spring is the best time for a big bass, when fish are full of 
spawn Bass are at their heaviest in the spring 

But in the fall bass gorge themselves in preparation 
for the long, lean winter months that lie ahead. 

In early autumn, deep-running crankbaits are your 
best bet. Lures weighing at least -Vounce are the most 
productive because bass want to fill themselves up as 
fast as possible with a minimum amount of effort They 
will opt for a mouthful rather than a tidbit 

Use a stop-and-go retrieve. During the summer, bass 
were able to overtake a fast moving lure, but now that 
the water temperature is dropping, a bass’ metabolism 


is slowed down. Pausing periodically during the re- 
trieve gives a fish a chance to catch up with your bait 

As the water temperature continues to nosedive, 
crankbaits give way to plastic worms and pork rind 
eels When the temperature of the air hovers in the low 
30 s when you arrive at your favorite lake in the early 
morning hours, a six-or eight-inch plastic worm drag- 
ged slowly over the bottom is sometimes all that will 
trigger a strike I'm partial to black or purple worms 
with a firetail 

Finally, before the surface of the lake gets too hard to 


launch a boat, vertical jigging is your best bet. With 
your depth-finder . locate a piece of structure in water at 
least 20 feet deep, toss out a marker and tie on a jigging 
spoon, a tailspinner, or a half-ounce leadhead jig with a 
strip of pork rind Work the lure slowly, like you're 
fishing through ice. Be especially alert for light 
strikers. 

We anglers in Michigan are fortunate. With all the 
water that’s available so close to home, we never have 
to put away our fishing tackle ..even when the snow 
flies!

There will be some tough decisions to be made in the 
fall session just started by the Legislature. 

Some of the priorities include property tax relief, 
the state's economy, the condition of the state budget, 
and improvements in Michigan’s business climate. 

A joint session of the House and Senate was to hear 
the Governor outline his ‘'economic blueprint for the 
state,” in which he stresses that the fall session should 
be devoted to the economic climate of Michigan.

Items covered in the 
“economic blueprint” in- 
clude property taxes, 
business. and industrial 
development, a major 
promotion of Michigan as 
an industrial and tourist 
state % pnd argiculture 
and itsr importance to 
Michigan's economy. 

The state budget re- 
mains a problem even 
the budget for the current 
fiscal year. The money 
simply is not there. 

Statejrevenues have 
not been as high as origi- 
nally estimated, the eco- 
nomy % has not improved 
as muchras it was hoped it 
would , and federal 
budget cuts are likely to 
have a greater impact on 
the state than expected 

The current year budget is now some $135 million in 
deficit. An executive order will be needed to help ba- 
lance the 1980-81 budget. This will mean still more cuts 
in state spending for the year. Unfortunately, the most 
vulnerable for the cuts are education and local govern- 
ment revenue sharing 

These budget cuts can go just so far, and are not 
likely to cover all the deficit. 

One way to cover at least some of the difference 
would be to borrow money from a special fund for the 
acquisition of recreation land The fund is built by 
state gas and oil royalties The loan from the fund 
would have to be authorized by the Legislature It is 
opposed by conservation groups. The state has 
already been forced to twice borrow from the fund 

A budget-cutting executive order would have to be 
approved by those of us on the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees. 

Federal budget cuts will mean less federal dollars 
for Michigan and other states. 

The states were warned recently that they will have 
to shoulder another $30 billion in federal budget cuts 
during the upcoming fiscal year. 

The development of a property tax relief plan is one 
of the top^riorities of the fall session. Voter rejection 
last spring of Proposal A left the Legislature with the 
task of seeking a new approach to easing the burden of 
rising property taxes. 

There have been several property tax cut plans adv- 
anced. In addition, a special task force appointed by 
the Speaker of the House has been working through the 
summer trying to prepare a property tax relief pro- 
gram. 

The tax cuts will have to be realistic and responsi- 
ble Too heavy a cut would force government to trim or 
eliminate vital public services 

There will be an effort this fall to improve the state s 
business climate, which is vital to economic recovery 
There will be a number of proposals on this in the fall 
session 

Unemployment and workers' compensation costs 
have been a major complaint of business and industry 
in Michigan Even though reforms were made in both 
by the Legislature last year, there are those who feel 
that ntdO? must be done to make Michigan a more 
favorable place to do business

Grape jam, grape butter 


The lunchbox season is practically upon us, and fresh corn 
muffins spread with homemade Spiced Grape Butter will pro- 
vide a welcome treat for young and old alike. Grapes are in 
peak supply now, and it is the perfect time to make the most of 
this luscious fruit. 

Fully ripe Concord grapes are prepared, spices are stirred 
in and liquid fruit pectin is added. There's no cooking in- 
volved , so this recipe is appealing to the novice as well as to the 
experienced jam and jelly maker If it is to be used within two 
or three weeks, it may be stored in the refrigerator. Other- 
wise. it will keep in the freezer for at least six months. 

Another uncooked jelly is Grape Burgundy Jelly which uses 
powdered fruit pectin. It captures the full flavor of the Con- 
cord grape, and is another way of extending the enjoyment of 
the season's bounty 


into scalded containers. Cover at once with tight lids. Let 
stand at room temperature 24 hours; then store in freezer. 
Small amounts may be covered and stored in refrigerator up 
to 3 weeks. Makes about 4^4 cups or about 6 (8 fl. oz.) con- 


tainers. 


Grape Burgundy Jelly 


Spiced Grape Butter 


2 cups prepared fruit ( about 2 lb. fully ripe Concord grapes ) 
Va teaspoon cinnamon 
teaspoon cloves 
4 cups (l 3 ,i lb.) sugar 
1 pouch Certo fruit pectin 

First prepare the fruit. Thoroughly crush about 2 pounds 
Concord grapes. Force crushed fruit through a food mill or 
press through a sieve. Measure 2 cups into large bowl or pan. 
Stir in spices. 

Then make the butter. Thoroughly mix sugar into fruit ; let 
stand 10 minuts. Stir fruit pectin into fruit. Continue stirring 3 
minutes. (A few sugar crystals will remain.) Ladle quickly 


2% cups prepared juice (about 2Vz lb. fully ripe Concord 
* grapes) 

V4 cup Burgundy wine 

5 3 4 cups (2Mz lb.) sugar 

^4 cup water 

1 box Sure-Jell fruit pectin 

First prepare the juice. Thoroughly crush, one layer at a 
time, about 2Vz pounds Concord grapes Place crushed fruit in 
jelly cloth or bag and let drip. When dripping has almost 
ceased, press gently. Measure 2 3 A cups into large bowl or pan. 
Add wine. 

Then make the jelly. Thoroughly mix sugar into juice; let 
stand 10 minutes Mix water and fruit pectin in small sauce- 
pan. Bring to a full boil and boil 1 minute, stirring constantly. 
Stir into the juice. Continue stirring 3 minutes A few sugar 
crystals will remain.) Quickly pour into scalded containers 
Cover at once with lids. Let stand at room temperature 24 
hours; then store in freezer. Small amounts may be covered 
and stored in refrigerator up to 3 weeks Makes about 6 cups or 
about 7 (8 fl. oz.) containers. 

Note : For ease in extracting juice, heat grapes slightly ; then 
crush, using a potato masher or food mill.

potpourri

Alas, that once-bountiful, lush, productive vegetable garden is almost a 
thing-past; another summer’s offering about to make its swan song Admit- 
tedly, there ARE still those pitiful, smallish, hanger-on tomatoes adding a 
touch of color to the straggly, withering foliage . . and a few cucumbers and 

zucchini continue to reveal themselves from beneath their protective vines . 
but the overall view is one of sad, picked-over neglect — hasbeensville. 

The acorn, spaghetti and buttercup squash, the few remaining banana 
peppers which’d surprised us no end since they’d been clearly labeled “green 
bell” and the carrots yet to be dug all look pretty bedraggled without the perky 
greenery that framed them such a short time ago. Even the late planting of 
green beans has a less spritely appearance than its spring cousins 
I think what I’m getting at is — it’s not only the garden that’s had it . it s “ Mr 
McGregor’s” (BG’s) wife that’s had it !Each time I'd haul in those tomatoes 
(the last bushels via the golf cart— too late ve git schmart!) I’d tell myself, 
“This is it! I’m NOT going to make anymore juice!” But. with each visit to 
said veggie plot , I d shudder just thinking about the awful waste were I NOT to 
use them 

What’s so frustrating about “putting up” the harvest is that YOU ’RE never 
ready when IT is ; the timing is usually rotten ! But at least this year we’ve not 
had those gawdawful sweltering, muggy days with which to contend - I’ve 
nary a complaint about having had to can on too hot a day. THIS summer was 
a perfect one! 

Despite the fact I AM weary of the tomato-tomato juice versus bread and 
butter-candied sweets action, it is SUCH a pleasure to walk down those 
basement stairs and behold those quarts, pints and half pints holding the 
result of picking, scrubbing, scalding, peeling, grinding, chopping, soaking, 
draining, boiling, sterilizing and bottling 
And. though my supply is meager by comparison. 1 can well imagine the 
pride those pioneer women felt as they tucked each precious bit of fruit and 
vegetable aw'ay for the hard, cold winter 
I also wondered what their reaction would be to my scant supply ? Or how' 
they’d feel at seeing the bounty in my freezer - the broccoli, beans, peppers, 
corn, coleslaw - vegetables whose longevity they, too, might have prolonged 
had they known the magic of freezing 
But mostly 1 can look ahead to the time when only shipped-in produce is 
available; when 1 can pick out a package of this or a container or jar of that 
with it’s oh-so-fresh flavor. THAT S when the boil. boil, toil and trouble all 
becomes well worth the few hours absence from the golf course 


THERE’S A NEW private eye (and let’s get with the vernacular - “sha- 
mus”) on the fictional reading scene - a most entertaining fella created by 
that very funny man, Leo Rosten. 

In Sidney (Silky) Pincus, half of the firm of Watson and Holmes (which 
should indicate the type of humor you're going to experience in this one) . the 
author gives us a very witty, punful whodunit-solver. For Silky is the Yiddish 
answer to the Maltese Falcon, a Sherlock Holmes with a bagel 

And in “King Silky” we find a remarkable set of characters including a 
self- fashioned latter-day Howard Hughes and his entourage - faithful (?) 
retainers all out to get a quick piece of the action (his millions.) Smooth- 
talking Roger O. Settegard, his Georgian-born lawyer whose charm masks a 
Machiavellian brain; his cold and calculating paramour. Regina Cortland; 
Tony Quattrocino (Tony Quattro) , a crime don reminiscent of the Godfather ; 
Hershel Tabachnik, Silky's nephew and bumbling aide de camp, and Alison 
Sherrington, the “older Woman” and romantic interest, are but a few in the 
colorful cast created by Rosten 

The unusual and interesting part of this novel lies in the reality of its 
grammar (street talk) which conveys the actual flavor of the remarkable, 
fascinating line-up from the neighborhoods of New York City You’ll find a 
host of Yiddish words (from the Bronx and old East Side) which, Rosten 
explains in his preface, he uses because he just doesn’t know English words 
which give you the same vivid smell. 

But don’t you worry, you'll find every strange word (and many you’ve 
already heard, read and used yourself) explained in the glossary which brings 
this funny, funny (but rather violent) work to its conclusion And we hope 
“Silky” will be back on the scene with even more of his sleuthing 


IF YOU WERE to walk into my family room today (it’s now officially 
autumn, don’t forget) you’d be somewhat taken aback, no doubt, at seeing 
(just beyond the basket of potted mums) a vaseful of pussywillows - a harbin- 
ger of springtime yet ! 

And. yes. they’re the real McCoy’ Because they were so beautifully plump 
and still fresh way after they should have been cast out. I decided to see just 
HOW long they’d maintain that facade 


And. voila!. here tis, approaching October, and I still have April-fresh 
pussywillows . . . just a few tufts missing since our grandbaby thinks they’re 
quite the fascinating thing to “pick” whenever he visits. 

The secret in their long life, I’m sure, lies in the fact they were never put in 
water . Sent to me as a gift , the presenter suggested I NOT place them in water 
since that would cause them to enlarge and create that awful yellowy matter 
which comes “with age” to pussywillows. 

Like those poinsettias which linger and linger after the Yule season, though. 
- one of these days they’re just gonna HAVE to go (But when?) 


IN THESE RATHER depressing, recessional times when everyone is think- 
ing twice or thrice about purchasing anything other than the vital have-to’s, 
it’s nice to know there are spots where one can still get a bargain. 

But where to find them, you might be asking? We all know of some places - 
for clothing, mainly - but there are also outlets, clearance centers, thrift 
stores, closeout and sample centers which offer everything from underwear 
to glassware. 

And all the info is contained in a handy softback booklet. “The Factory 
Outlet Shopping Guide”, put out by Jean Bird.
